CAMPUS ‘68; WHERE ARE YOU? 


In colleges across the nation 
more and more students are be- 
coming more and more active. 
Student protests in such estab- 
lished institutions as Stanford 
and Columbia have disrupted 
classes and awakened the nation 
for causes that students feel are 
just. 

But not all protests involve 
sit-ins. A four page ad in the 
New York Times announces 
“Student Presidents and Editors 
of more than 500 American col- 
leges declare: “The Vietnam 
war is unjust and immoral’.” 
This is the active, yet non-con- 
troversial, way to protest. Again 
on the positive side, the back- 
bone of Sen. Eugene McCar- 
thy’s campaign, and, to an ex- 
tent, Kennedy’s campaign, is a 
corps of student workers. 

College newspapers, notably 
the San Francisco State Daily 
Gator, have actively moved to 
eliminate discrimination and 
drug sales, as well as scores of 


minor problems, on their cam- 
puses, 

More and more, campuses, as 
demonstrated by CHOICE ’68, 
are involving themselves with 
pressing issues and demonstrat- 
ing to the country that students 
are more than sponges or com- 
puters, and that they are not 
going to wait until the magic 
age of 21 before caring about 
the world. 

But what of Hartnell? Any 
non-campus news is hooted by 
a good portion of the student 
body. Can you imagine a sit-in, 
or a political rally here? What 
would happen if the ASB presi- 
dent or the editor of the Senti- 
nel came out against the war in 
Vietnam or the draft? 

At Hartnell, George Wallace 
got 29 votes in CHOICE ’68. 
Where are you 29? Why not 
become activeP Doesn’t anyone 
have the conviction to stand up 
for anything? A college should 
be a melting pot; let’s get the 
fire lit.

Last Saturday was May 4 but 
for the Hartnell tennis team it 
was much more. That was the 
day Teresa’s netters tied for the 
Coast Conference championship. 

Leading the success team to 
victory was the doubles combo 
of Dam Sanchez and Alex Golo- 
meic who took the crown in 
that division. Sanchez and Golo- 
meic beat Gasser and Ruelas of 
Solano in the semifinals, 6-1, 
6-3, then turned around and 
KO’d Phil Batchelder and Bob 
Wilkinson of Cabrillo, 6-3, 6-3, 
in the finals. 

This is the second year in a 
row that Danny Sanchez has 
been on the winning doubles 
team. 

The Aptos conference meet 
had a total of nine different 
schools competing, with a total 
of 45 different singles men play- 
ing and 18 doubles teams. Gol- 
omeic played a total of 18 
games during the tournament. 

Hartnell has now won three 
straight conference tennis titles. 
The Panthers were outright win- 
ners last year with 18 points. 
This time Hartnell and Cabrillo 
had nine each, Menlo scored 
seven, Solano two, MPC one, 
DeAnza one, and Laney one. 

Sanchez, Golomeic and Larry 
Mammen, who reached the 
quarterfinal singles competition, 
will compete this weekend in 
the Northern California cham- 
pionships at City College of San 
Francisco. 

Batsmen End Season 

Hartnell’s baseball team 
called it quits for the year 1968 
with the defeat of MPC 9-4 last 
Saturday in Monterey. The win 
raised their conference record to 
9-7. Righthander Lee Boles 
picked up his fourth conference 
victory against the same number 
of defeats as he scattered six 
hits and struck out 12 Lobos. 

Hitting stars for the Panthers 
were Allan Ariola who collected 
two doubles and a single, going 
3 for 4 and driving in three 
runs in closing out his playing 
days at Hartnell; Ray Costa who 
also went 3 for 4, pacing the 11- 
hit Panther attack as Ray fin- 
ished his playing days at Hart- 
nell. Adan Real chipped. in .with 
a double and one rbi, and left- 
fielder Bill Borofka connected 


| for one double. 


Taking a glance at the final 
Coast Conference baseball stand- 
ings we find Laney on top with 
a 13-3 mark. The remainder of 
the league standings: Cabrillo 
11-5, DeAnza 11-5, Hartnell 
9-7, Solano 9-7, West Valley

a 3-0 record and ERA of 0.41 
in 37 innings. Lee Boles fin- 
ished his illustrious Hartnell ca- 
reer with a 4-4 conference 
pitching record; in 52 innings 
he struck out 62, walked 23, 
and had an ERA of 4.83. 


Spiksters Set for Fresno 

Hartnell’s track team finished 
in fourth place in a nine-school 
meet held last Saturday at San 
Jose’s Leigh High School (the 
Coast Conference Relays). Lan- 
ey won the relays with 171 
points, with DeAnza runner-up 
with 107 points. Other entries: 
Solano 49 points, Hartnell 41, 
West Valley 40, Monterey 34, 
Cabrillo 27, Menlo 11, and 
Gavilan 10. 

John Jones was the top point 
getter for Hartnell with 20. 
He won his specialty, the 120 
high hurdles, in the record time 
of 15.5 and also won the 330 
low hurdles in the time of 40.5. 

Two-miler Bill Bell placed 
fifth in that event with a time 
of 10:01.2; Rich Beard took a 
fifth in the high jump with a 
leap of 6-4, and Jim Carranza 
long jumped 22-1 which was 
good enough for sixth place.
